No one was in the mail car at the 


time the fire .started, firemen report- 
ed. The blaze was discovered by the 
switching crew which turned in the 
alarm to the fire department. 


Firemen said the damage was con- 


fined to the three mail pouches, which 
were quickly extinguished.

WASHINGTON --(/IV- The United 


Mine Workers convention, acting as a 
grand jury, indicted William Green 
Wednesday on charges of "treason." 


The convention then directed the 


union's Executive Board to give the 
American Federation of Labor presi- 
dent a hearing, and to expel him from 
the U. M. W. if he were found guilty. 


Union officials had talked of asking 


the convention to expel Green with- 
out further action, but they backed 
clown after Green challenged the right 
of the convention to act as an original 
trial court. 


Green, n member of the U. M. W. for 


48 years and for many years interna- 
tional sccrcU.ry-treasurcr, contended 
his own local union in Coshoeton, O., 
should try him if he were to be tried. 


Green wa.s charged with treason af- 


ter he signed an A. F. of L. charter 
for the Progressive Miners of America, 
rival of the U. M. W. in Illinois.

Pique wa.s sentenced for the slaying 


of Night Marshal J. Robert Bennett 
of Lonokc last September 12, and Pen- 
ton was convicted of killing another ' 
negro, Charlie Block, Jn a dice game at 
Garland City. 


Marshal Bennett was slain following 


the robbery of the Lonoko postoffice. 
Pique admitted pardcirSatirfg in the 
robbery and asserted that a white 
man, who hel|>cd him, killed Bennett. 
Officers 
textified that ballistics and 


parnffi n tests indicated Pique was the 
actual slayer. 


Pique twice tried to escape from the 


Lonoke county jail. On one occasion 
he engaged in a hand-to-hand battle 
with Deputy Sheriff Harry Neal. The 
negro jumped or wa.s thrown to the 
ground from the jail on the fourth 
floor of the courthouse. He was seri- 
ously injured.

Thursday 
suffering from a bullet wound in the 
body. 


She had been shot through the left j 


lung, apparently by a bullet from a .22 | 
calibre rifle, an attending physician 
.said. 


The shooting was reported to have 


occurred at the home f,f her father 
in the Patmos community. 


A physician said the bullet punctur- 


ed the lung. He rocndition Thursday 
afternoon was described a.s a "5-50 
chance" to recover. 


Little could be learned here as to 


circumstances leading to the .shooting. 


Deputy Sheriff 
Reginald Bearden 


.said Thursday afternoon that he was 
investigating the case, but had no 
statement to make nt 2:45 p. m. 


Beardcn said, however, that he had 


been in the Patmos community during 
the morning and "had raided the home 
of West Wheeler, negro, 50, where he 
seized about four gallons of moon- 
shine liquor. 


The negro wa.s brought to Hope and 


placed in jail. He will be charged 
with possession of untaxcd liquor for 
the purpose of sale. 


Assisting Boarden in the raid and 


the arrest of the negro Wheeler, was 
Poiceman V. B. Ward of the Hope 
police force.

WASHINGTON-^)—Senator Wag- 


ner (Dem. N. Y.) said Thursday that 
friends of the Anti-Lynching bill were 
"determined to have" a vote on the 
legislation that has been filibustered 
for a month. 


Defending its constitutionality, Wag- 


ner, one of the measure's 
authors, 


told the senate that "either we should 
vote down the anti-lynching bill—thus 
announcing once an! for all that we 
will do nothing about the lynching 
evil—or wt should promptly pass the 
measure now before us." 


Southern senators said they might 


call for a vole Friday on shelving the 
measure. Opponents of the bill have 
held the Senate floor almost continu- 
ously since the session started. 


Senator Bilbo (Dem., Miss.), carry- 


ing on the filibuster, asked propo- 
nents why they have not attempted to 
defend the measure. 
' 


Only half a dozen senators were in 


the chamber Wednesday night as Bil- 
bo read from newspapers and books in 
support of his arguments that the bill 
is "unconstitutional, un-American and 
undemocratic." Saying that negroes 
should be returned to Africa, Bilbo told 
the .senate that leaders of the race 
.should support such a movement." 


"We wouldn't have any unemploy- 


ment problem then," he said. "Take 
out the 12,000,000 negroes, and there 


will be a job for every white boy and 
every white girl." 


"The Communist party is now trying 


to organize the negroes in my state so 
they can elect all the officers," Bilbo 
ssid. He said negroes were in the ma- 
jority there but that white voters re- 
garded them as an "inferior race" and 
so made voting requirements that 
eliminated negro votes. 


"Whatever we did to persuade the 


negro not to vote has been upheld by 
the United States Supreme Court," he 
said. 


Bilbo said that one necessary quali- 


fication for voting was the ability to 
read and explain the state constitution. 


"That is a very erudite document," 


he added. "No nogro has ever yet been 
able to explain it." 


Launching into a discussion of the 


"Negro in industry," Bilbo said "the 
WPA i.s the greatest thing in the his- 
tory of the world as far as the negro 
is concerned. He gets a high wage 
scale, gets two days work a week, and 
then has a devil of a time. The av- 
erage negro docs not want to work 
more than two days a week." 


The senator said it was unnecessary 


for the Democrats to pass the anti- 
lynching bill to win negro support, 
"because they are all for Roosevelt 
and all for this administration" as a 
result of WPA.

wrench. 


He Ihen stopped the car. chang- 


ed clothes with his victim, dis- 
figured the man's face, drove the 
f.-ir to the top of a steep hill and 
jumped out as he turnud it off 
the road. Rauch went on hi.s way, 
believing no one would ever know 
that the body in the car was not 
his.

members would be made permanent

amendment being prepared for sub- 
mission to the voters at the November 
general election, it was disclosed 
Thursday. 


Members of the State Bar Associa- 


tion are drafting an initiated measure 
under which justices who have served 
for ten or more years would be allow- 
ed to retire at the age of 70 on annual 
pay of $4,000. Retirement would be 
optional with the justices. 


Sponsors said the purpose of the 


proposed amendment was to obviate 
the necessity of a legislatve act eavry 
two years continung the system. At 
present former Justce Carroll D. Wood 
i.s the only retired member of the 
court. During the past six years, 
three appropriations for his retimcnt 
Siilnry have been made ranging a.s 
high a.s $7,500, full pay for an active 
justice.

Trucks Are Bombed 


PERPIGNAN, France. — (/P) — An 


American-Fcnch train of ambulances 
and food trucks was bombed Thurs- 
day by Saunish insurgent planes with 
a loss of three lives, Spanish govern- 
merft bolder authorites reported. 


Twelve persons were reported seri- 


ously injured in an attack 15 miles 
below the French border.

71, a traveling salesman who reputed- 
ly knew more small town merchants 
than any other man in Arkansas, died 
at his home here Wednesday. 


Falk came to Arkansas from New 


York at the age of 20 and entered the 
hat business with his brother and other 
associates. He began traveling for the 
company in the west jsart of the state 
in 1887, using a buggy, a team and a 
driver. 


He was active until illness confined 


him to his home two weeks ago. At 
the time of his death he had been em- 
ployed by a dry goods company here a 
quarter of a century. 


He was a charter member of the 


Travelers Protective Association. His 
widow, a son and a daughter sur- 
vive. Funeral arrangements were in- 
complete Wednesday.

The following information has just 


been received from I. W. Duggan, act- 
ing director of the Agricultural Pro- 
gram for the Southern Division, Wash- 
ington, D. C. This information does 
not concern producers who signed 
a work sheet with the county agent for 
1937. The information is for those pro- 
ducers who did not sign a work sheet 
in 1937, Clifford L. Smith, county 
agent, announced. 


"It will be necessary for all cotton 


producers to sign a work sheet for the 
past year, 1937, on all land on which 
cotton has been planted since 1933 and 
land on which it is anticipated that 
cotton will be planted in 1938. All 
producers who fall under this classi- 
fication should sign their work sheets 
at once for the following two reasons. 


"1. The work sheet must be signed 


before the producer can draw subsidy 
payment on cotton certificates filed in 
the county agent's office. This is nec- 
essary in order that the cotton base 
and production may be brought up to 
date in order that the 65 per cent of 
the production may be determined, 65 
per cent of the production being the 
figure on which subsidy payments will 
be made. 


"2. Tlic work sheets must be signed 


before the farm can be allotted any 
acres or production for 1938."

One of Two Patrol Bomb- 


ers Falls to Sea in 


Flames 


SAN PEDRO, Calif.—(/P)—Two Navy 


patrol bombers, flying through a rain 
squall, collided within sight of n 
maneuvering United States fleet off 
the Southern California coast Thurs- 
day, killing at least seven of 14 crew- 
men. 


Admiral Claude C. Block radioed the 


Associated Press Thursday that one 
bomber, a 11-P3, fell in flames. 


The other bomber, a 11-P4, cracked 


up when it struck the sea. 


All seven of the flame-enveloped 


11-P3 were believed certain to have 
perished. 


Lieut. Elrrier Glenn Cooper, 32, com- 


manding officer of the 11-P3, was a 
native of Monticello, Ark. 


He was educated in the public 


schools of Monticello, and later was 
graduated from the United States 
Naval Academy, Annapolis, in 1927. 


He is survived by his widow and a- 


small son of San Pedro, , ,.-.. 


Four Others Klled 


NATAL, Brazil. — (/P) —Capt. Mario 


Stoppani, noted Italian flier, was in- 
jured and four members of his crew 
killed Wednesday when the transat- 
lantic seaplane he was piloting fell 
into the sea and burned. 


Stoppani, cailmant of the world dis- 


tance record for seaplanes, was res- 
cued by a German plane which sped 
to the scene 50 miles off the coast and 
found hm iclinging to a floater torn 
from the blazing wreckage. 


Commander Blume of the Gearman 


seaplane Boreas returned here Wed- 
nesday night after flying to the aid of 
a sister plane which picked up the in- 
jured flier, but had been unable to rise 
from the heavy seas near the scene of 
the tragedy. 


"We found Stoppani, graping one 


floater which was disjoined from the 
plane," Commander Blume said. "He 
was wounded and is now aboard the 
seaplane Samum." 


Aeronautical experts said the dis- 


aster was caused when gasoline, spill- 
ed in the sea to aid the plane in land- 
ing caught fire.

Chocolate Cookies are Good

The rich natural flavor and smooth 


texture of chocolate make it a uni- 
versal favorite as a cooking ingred- 
ient, just as its protein content makes 
it likewise ti favorite as n milk bev- 
erage for meatless meals. Chocolate 
cookies, when made with ontmenl, 
have such n delicious, rich—nut-like 
favor that they are well qualified 
to play the part of dessert, alone ami 
unattended. 


As chocolate scorches easily it should 


be melted over hot water, and not 
iver the direct heat. 
The ingredients for chocolate cookies 


are: 


'a cup of butter 
1 cup of sugar 
2 eggs 
2 -squares of chocolate (melted) 
'•*_• cup of flour 
'.•« teaspoon of salt 
1 cup of Quick Quaker Oats 
'••.! teaspoon of vanilla 
Cream butter, add well beaten eggs 


and melted chocolate. Add flour and 
tail, then Quaker Oats and vanilla.

Wipe chicken with damp cloth. Heat 


butter in heavy saucepan. Add onions 
and cook slowly for 10 minutes, stir- 
ring occasionally. 
Add green pepper 


and continue cooking for 5 minutes. 
£tir in tomatoes and seasoning and 
heat. Add chicken. Cover tightly and 
cook slowly for 40 to 45 minutes, or un- 
til tender. Remove the chicken to a

the saucepan and gradually add sour 
cream to sauce, stirring constantly.

Neither our sun-bathed rich 
nor the sturdy gentlemen of the North 
went without their vitamin D; codliv- 
er oil is an old Scandinavian custom, 
lying on the hot sands is just another 
way of getting vitamins without much 
worry. Add these other sources to 
your list, too: halibut liver oil, vita- 
min D concentrates and egg yolk. 


If an egg or two a day makes your 


stomach unhappy, then go in for daily 
doses of liver oils. If you are look- 
ing for an easy way to take an egg 
yolk, try shaking it up with a little 
cracked ice and a small glass of fresh 
fruit juice.

get egg yolks into the regular family 
menus without tears.

A Picture of Old Scotland 


The more one reads Bruce Lockhart 


the more this canny Scotsman seems 
to fall in the category of our own 
Gene Fowler—that is, a story teller 
extraordinary. Lockhart's fourth and 
newest book, "A Son of Scotland" 
'Putnam's: §3;, strikingly bears out 
this point. 


The story is prmarily that of Lock- 


hart's early life in Scotland. At first 
glance this would not seem to be an 
exciting event. Certainly life moved 
along quietly, if not a bit roughly, 
for this schoolmaster's son with a dash 
of the McGregor blood in his veins, 
But the book turns out to be exceed- 
ingly interesting. 


Mr. Lockhart, in tho happy Fowler 


ityle, begins to tell you about his rel- 
atives and the first thng you know 
he has switched you to a rare treat 
of Scottish anecdotes, entirely off the 
subject, but, very pertinent of course 
to a picture of old Scotland. 


You will remember for a long lime 


!iis story of the "procreation" club and 
the anecdotes of the long-illegal dis- 
tillers. There is not a word picture in 
the entire book that fails to splash the 
color of clannish old Scotland before 
you. 


Finally, Mr. Lockhart ends on a wist- 


ful note; he wonders if the national 
will power is declining. He points to 
the Scots, too, as having the poorest 
physique of any race in Europe today 
and he yearns for the old days. At 50 
he sees the days of his youth ;is per- 
haps the most fruitful of his varied 
life after all. 


You may not care about Mr. Lock- 


hart or Scotland either but assuredly 
you should enjoy his intimate book.

or for the Seaboard Airline Railway, 
;tt the October meeting of the Tech- 
nical Association of the pulp and paper 
industry pointed out the need for 
building up the forest growing stock 
i.nd consequent production. 


Mr. Wackerman said: 
"Much of the acreage that is being 


acquired for large holdings, therefore, 
will require several years of fire pro- 
tection and stand improvement,—be- 
fore it will be in condition to per- 
mit regular harvest cuttings. . . . We 
have but barely scratched the sur- 
face of forestry in southern pines." 


South Arkansas will be materially 


affected by the development of the 
new Springhill mill. Proper" selective 
cutting for sawlogs and pulpwobd, 
together with fire protection, will go 
a long ways toward making the yield 
from timberland continuous.

Spa Track to Get 


Special Camera 


Jimmy Jones, Turf Photo- 
grapher, to Attend Rac- 


ing Meet 


HOT SPRINGS—Jimmy Jones, the 


Southern hoy who made good in a big 
way with a magic camera will be 
heading for the Oaklawn Park race 
track here within three weeks. 
Ar- 


riving with him from Hialoah Park, 
Miami, Fla., will be three assistants 
and a huge magic "lightning eye" 
eamcru. 


The camera, which cost hundreds of 


dollars to build is to aid in calling the 
close finishes during the ,'iO days of 
racing beginning February 28. 


On arriving here Jones will assem- 


ble his camera in a brand new studio 
built high atop the grandstand and 
right on the finish line of the Oak- 
lawn track. The studio, built by the 
local track at considerable expense, is 
the last word in up to date studio 
equipment. 


Once he has assembled his camera 


Jones will make every kind of pos- 
sible test to prove its accuracy to any 
one who doubts that a camera can, 
with unerring judgment, call the win- 
ner of a race no matter how close the 
finish. Jones says that if Oaklawn 
officials arc of a mind to do so he 
will test his camera publicly at the 
track on February 27, the day before 
the track opens, just as he has done 
at such 
famous racing places as 


Hialeah, Arlington Park, Hawthorne, 
Saratoga and other places. 


Any one who cares to may visit the 


studio that day, ask any question re- 
garding the camera, and Jones will 
answer 
it. 
If 
track 
officials 
can 


round up enough lead ponies to stage 
a mock race on inspection day Jones 
will photo the finish and display pic- 
tures after the race. 


Jones' camera, which has passed all 


tests put to it by the Bureau of 
Standards in Washington is so speedy 
that he can have a photo of any fin- 
ish in the hands of the placing judges 
within one minute after the horses 
have crossed the finish line. 


The camera 
will "pick up" 
the 


leaders of every race approximately 
one-sixteenth of a mile from the fin- 
'ish line and catch them all the way 
down to the wire. Photos will be tak- 
en to decide the first, second, third 
and fourth horses and more if neces- 
sary. 


Race goers are interested in finishes 


up to and including the third horse, 
but horsemen are vitally interested in 
the horse finishing fourth as it usual- 
ly comes in for a share of each purse. 


Jones' career is one of the storied 


topics of the turf. Born and raised in 
the sunny South, he early became in- 
terested 
in cameras. 
He continued 


this interest and when he read, five 
or six years ago, that cameras might 
be used to advantage in aiding placing 
judges to call the finish of a race 
he lost no time in developing a ma- 
chine that would meet .such dernans. 


At first he met with no success at 


all. 
Race track operators and fans 


alike turned a cold shoulder to cam- 
era finishes, and looked on them with 
suspicion. But, that didn't stop Jones, 
according to his friends. 
He finally 


talked a race track operator into in-
